We advanced with
the uimost caution, but were discovered by
geveral natives In white and also carrylug &
white flag. Upon seelng us they turned from
| their course and ran w0 a4 house in a clump
of trees, Lvoan which we were subsequently
fired upon. We balied under cover to com-
slder thelr unusual actions, while I advanced
to reconuoiter. 1 saw thut o hostile Hoe of
natdves was belng extended Lo cover us, with
the bamboo #s o ceater., They advanced
upnder cover of bushes and the ridgea of the
felds, as though to flank us. As I hurried
back to my detachment the natives opened
flre, but we, without reply, retreated, bear-
ing 1w our right. At this time Lhe line,
whioh was firlpg Wpon us, Was not more
dhan 200 yards distant. In & few minutes
| we epoountered two equads of insurgenta,
who, at a dlstance of 200 yards, had eflscted
a blockade of our petrest. We charged
| soross the open of the riceflalds toward them,
pausing behind the ridges to give them
| volleys in roply to the fire which galllngly
cmuaud us, Our fire was to such good effect
that we scattered the fanking party, kill-
tng or wounding three or four, and broke
through the surrounding llne, With this we
made to the Mariguina road and, thaoks to
our use of cover, without loss or injury. At
the rond we met the sdvance llue of the
resiment omning to our support.

While the party which attacked us was
not large, \ls dleposktion and sotion seemsd
to indiemts a vanguard 1o & Eroldler oon-
mand.

Mur-
dock up through the village for the suame
purpose, with |nstruotlons to come out at
the north end of village., Taking the rest
of the party, I went along north up the
weatern edge of plaln, and when about half
wiy up the village, struck out east across
the plain, having walted a while for Sergt,
Murdock to report; mnd he having reported
that although a great number of natives
wera sitting around in the houses, no sol«
diers hed been seen. The party contlnued
east until the ereek was reactied, and baving
seen nothing  susplelous  nporth or south,
etruck out to work back, but noticing =
house half o mile southwest, with seversl
moving around it, first went over there, and
were about to sit down and rest awhlle
vhen Philipplno  soldlers were obssrved
croseing the pialn from north end of Marl-
gulon, and algo coming down the plain from
the north, as well g coming west from the
foothills across the creek, Almost at the
snme time & lorge number of natives dressed
in white came out from Mariguipa and ran
for the wincks of etraw o the vielolty.

port. The enemy by thia time had gotlea
about one thousand yards away, snd oue
party then sdvanced to Marlquina againg
where the three men reported that & large
number of natives had run out from the vile
lage dressed Iln white, hud gone to the siraw
elacks and then opened fire, evidently have
ing had sarms congealed n the stacks. The
stouting party agaln went through Murle
quins up to the northsast ¢ runer, snd
found & amall party of insurgents about foup
bundred yards distant, and opened fire and
drove them back out of range, after which
the party started south sgain through the
village.

When reaching the southern and of village,
it was found to be In flames and upon ks
